timent of the people of Nebraska when 
he asked that the bill be signed. He 
said that he had been over a consider- 
able portion of the State in recent 
months and there was no topic so gen- 
erally spoken of as temperance legisia- 
tion and restriction of the liquor traffic. 

After he had finished, Mr. Poynter 
stepped back to the fireplace in the 
Governor's office and leaned there for 
a few minutes listening to Mrs. Fran- 
ces B. Heald, a leading W.C.T.U. 


worker, speak. Without a moment’s

Mr. Kellogg will conciude his re- 
marks @t noon tomorrow. As one of 


the four judges of the Federal Cir- 


cuit’Court hearing the case will leave 
Mr. Kellogg

ing its argument by Friday evening. 
This would leave John G. Milburn 
of New York, Morits Rosenthal of 
Chicago, John G. Johnson of Philadel- 
phia, and David G. Watson of Pitts- 
burgh, but two and a half hours each.

~The Coroner's inquest over the body 
of Estefina Olivares Arbiso, yesterday 
developed the fact that the woman for 
the last ten weeks has been under the 
care of a Mexican medicine man who 
says he learned the art on the coast 
near Guacymas. Mrs. Arbiso had been 
ill for several months from heart, lung 
and stcmach troubles, probably. tuber- 
cular. While sitting in a chair on a 
verandah, Saturday, she toppled over 
and died ten minutes later. 

Ten weeks ago Ignacio Farraz came 
down from Los Angeles and soon Mrs. 
Arbiso was one of his patients. Far- 
raz stated to Coroner G. 8. Smith that 

had never claimed to be a doctor, 
that he never charged for his services 
but only sold his medicines.. To Mrs. 
Arbiso he sold four batches of liquid 
made of two ounces of some kind 
of potassium,. two drams of mint 
and two pounds of sarsaparilla with 
two quarts of water. For this he 
charged $12.65 per batch. The medi- 
ectne, he testified, was to take out 
spasms in her stomach, back and! 
chest. He said he had used it before 
in Los Angeles and Long Beach. The 
ingredients of the two quarts would 
cost about $2 retail at a drugstore. 

Farraz gave it as his opinion that 
Mrs. Arbiso died “from the effects of 
wind in her stomach going to her 
he Farraz may be prosecuted for 
practicing medicine without a license. 
The Coroner’s jury decided death 
was “from natural causes, exhaustion 
from a long iliness of heart and 
lungs.”

Supervisors Not Settled on 
Good Roads Material. 


Best Grade. 1s Demanded by 
the Commissioners. 


County May Buy Quarry 
and Supply Demand. 

_A decided difference of opinion be- 
tween the Supervisors and the Highway 
Commission as to the specifications for 
the material for Los Angeles county's 
great road system may develop today. 
The matter was discussed for a short 
time yesterday afternoon at the regu- 
lar meeting of the Supervisors, but ac- 
tion was put over until this morning. 


Whatever may be the decision, an 


early start’ on actual construction of 
the first link in the system seems as- 
sured. 

Highway Commissioners tt, 
Marsh and Bixby, together with their 
engineer, Loder, were on hand when 
their specifications were submitted to 
the Supervisors, but Engineer Loder 
was the only one called upon by the 
county legislators for information or 
advice. 

The commission has some fixed ideas 
as to the kind of material that should 
go into the $3,500,000 system of good 
roads. Its specifications, referred to 
the Supervisors, cail for the best grades 
of stone, oil and cement. The Super- 
visors are not sure that they will agree 
to the tests that are demanded. 

In the matter of stone, particularly, 
the commission asks for the best that 
Southern California can offer. Its 
specifications call for three grades. 
There is sligbt difference between the 
two highest grades. The best must be 
free from sandstone, granite or rock 
crushed from: water-worn pboylders, 
which, by test, shall show a waste of 
not more than 20 per cent. of dirt and 
other undesirable material. The sec- 
ond best must show a waste of not 
more than 2% per cent. 

The third grade will permit of a loss 
of not more than 30 per cent. . 

“RATTLER” TEST. 

Engineer Loder, when called upon to 
explain the specifications, said that the 
stone for use on the highway system 
should be submitted to what is known 
as the rattler test, which is prescribed 
by the United States government.

MAY BUY A QUARRY. 

President Daggett and other meen- 
bers of the highway commission were 
not particularly impressed with Lever- 
ing’s offer; Supervisor Manning also 
seemed to think that it was not the 
best solution of the problem. 

The county has an eption on a rock 
quarry near San Dimas, where, it is 
said, the right kind of material may 
be had. The impression prevails that 
the county can put in a rock-crusher 
of its own and turn out all the ma- 
terial it may require for all roads 
within a wide radius. It is believed 
that the road-making material can be 
produced by the county at a cost of 
not more than 40 cents a ton at this 
quarry. 

Should this be so, the county would 
save 10 cents a ton, at least.

MINER OF TWENTY YEARS IN 
MEXICO TALKS. 


He Considers. Opportunities Are 
Better Than They Were at the 
Same Stage in Arizona Where He 
Had Experience—Angeleno Believes 
He Has Nitrate. 


The number of Angelefios interested 
in mining on the Mexican West Coast 
is increasing rapidiy, according to M. 
F. Campbell of Los Angeles, who has 
been mining in Mexico for the past 
twenty years, and has recently re- 
turned. 

With other Californians, Mr. Camp- 
bell is interested in the Loma del Oro, 
acquired several years ago, in which 
has recen-y been encountered a large 
body of $10 gold ore, carrying small 
silver values, below the. 300-foot level 
of an “antigua,” which was producing

A GRATIFYING ALLIANCE. : 
| President Diaz has just opened the second ses- 
sion of the twenty-fourth Mexican Congress. In his ) 
annual message this great statesman, after refer- 
ring to the prosperous coridition of his country and 
the peace existing between it and other nations, 
turned to the particularly amicable relations and 
harmony of plans existing between Mexico and the 
United States. The President of the Mexican Re- 
public gave it to be understood that his government 
and ours would coéperate to enforce the observance 
of peace in Central America. : 
Coming from the Mexican President, this declara- 
tion will have much more effect than if it issued 
from Washington. There is a. natural suspicion 
against the Anglo-Saxon existing in the minds of 
the Latin races as well as of nearly all other races 
upon the earth. The predatory policy displayed by 
qur Anglo-Saxon people of all degrees of purity and 
miscegenation has created misgivings in the minds 
of all other races. Had the United States govern- 
ment given utterance to any intention confined to 
itself of intermeddling in Central America, a great 
ery of horror would have gone up that we were 
y laying a foundation for annexing those re- 
publics to our own territory. Coming from Mexico, 
there will be no such anticipation in the minds of 
the people of Central America or of the Latin races 
south of Panama. It has been difficult to persuade 
these people of Spanish origin that our designs were 
altogether peaceful, our desires confining themselves 
to commerce and trade. They have had much mis- 
giving as to the possible grabbing of their terri- 
tory now or in the future. But from the Mexican 
President, speaking as the head of a Latin-Amer- 
ican republic, the warning will be received with 
much less bitterness. Its real intent and purpose 
will appear more clearly to all. 
It is @ beautiful example that the North Ameri-

and Mexico a sovereign republic to the south, the 
relations between the three countries are altogether 
neighborly.

“rmnHE END OF THE LAND.” | 
Nearly sixteen years ago, September 4, 1893, 
the New York Sun printed in four compact col- | 
umns on its first page a carefully prepared article, 
such as that journal often presents to its readers, 
under the same title we are using above. As might 
be expected, this attracted much attention. . 
The event which evoked this article was the 
opening to settlement of the Indian lands which now 
constitute Oklahoma. Thousands of settlers had 
for months been camped on the borders of Indian 
Territory, waiting for Hon. Hoke Smith to give the 
word throwing open these lands. Touching the re- 
sult the Sun used these words: 

“When the Cherokee Outlet shall have been di- 
vided a a fraction of this horde of home-seek- 
ers there will come an end to the greatest and most 
peaceful movement of agricultural population the 
world has ever , and the future of Amer- 
ican development will be h about by many of 
the limitations so long prevalent in other lands.” 

And farther on the writer in the Sun said: | 

“From and after the occupation of the land about 
to be thrown open to settlement—amounting but to 
some 6,000,000 acres, only two-thirds of which is in 
the area of fairly distributed rainfall—agricultural 
oe prot can, in effect, increase only in the lim- 
ted way and tardy manner which wil] follow from 
the adoption of better methods, and bringing 
under plow such ‘portions of the older farms 
as are flow lying wasté or but partially utilized. 
Additions to the cultiva portions of existi 
farms will necessarily be slow, as well as limited, 
for the rapid increase of the urban population 
necessitates great annual additions to the number 


proportionate additions to meadow and pasture. So 
great have been the added requirements in this di-

As to possible additions by irrigation, the Sun 
held that it was not likely that the area under this- 
in 1889, 3,631,000 acres, could ever be doubled. 

Great changes had recently been wrought in this 
country. The first gold-seekers in 1849 had passed 
through a wilderness between the Missouri River 
and the Pacific Ocean. In forty-four years to 1893 
in that region there had been added 69,000,000 acres 
to the cultivated area of the United States. 

When the article was printed the farming lands 
of the country under cultivation by groups of 
States, as compared with 1865, were as follows:

Even in 1890 the census had indicated the with- 
drawal of much land in the States as far west as 
Ohio from cereal production to go into pasture and 
meadows. But in twenty-four years prior to 1889 
the area going into cultivation in the valley of the 
Missouri had shown an increase of 60,000,000 acres. 

The wise conclusions drawn by the Sun were that 
urban population must increase rapidly; that the 
pressure to find employment would be greater; that 
food supply must become steadily dearer, and that 
“great is the future of the American farmer, and 
vast must be the measure of his reward.” 

The wonderful schemes for irrigation have 
brought more new land under cultivation than the 
New York paper anticipated. : 

In the Times Magazine last Sunday the letter 
of Frank G. Carpenter said of Japan: 

“During the past two months I have been travel- 
ing through the farming districts of Japan. They 
should be an object lesson to the United States. 
The country is kept like a garden and it is as fat 
as the valley of the Nile.

HE FEVER FOR ARMAMENTS. 

Like the measies, the fever for armaments is 
catching. The other day, when Great Britain was 
suffering more acutely than usual from German 
distemper, New Zealand, like a filial daughter, 
brought to the sick room a fine bouquet in the 
shape of a Dreadnought. At once irresponsible 
people in all parts of the British empire shouted 
that their colony should do likewise. The news 
papers in Canada, Australia and South Africa were 
filled with effusions from “Pro Bono Publico,” 
“Veritas” and our old friend “Paterfamilias,” insist- 
ing that warships should be bestowed on John Bull. 
It looked as though ‘twas about to rain Dread- 
noughts. An excitable militia officer up in British 
Columbia demanded that the Canadian government 
send a cablegram to Great Britain couched thus: 
“Build a Dreadnought, send us the bill.” At Syd- 
‘ney, an Australian, envious of New Zealand, in- 
sisted that the colonial administration should offer 
two battleships. 

It so happens that there are men at the head of 
the Canadian and Australian cabinets who don’t get 
rattled and fly off at a tangent every time Kaiser 
Wilhelm wins a trick in the game of European pol- 
itics. They informed the too-eager colonials that 
they were not giving away warships as Easter 
presents. They intimated also that if Dreadnoughts 
were to be built at the expense of their country 
they would be for the protection of colonial ports.

We do not know, of course, but only reason from 
analogy in asking what kind of a religion Dr. Hal- 
deman preaches to his people. Is he concerned 
with their every-day life, with the concerns of the 

whom he addresses? Or, on the contrary, 
is his gospel concerned only about the spiritual 
nature of his people, their salvation at some future 
period of life, their existence in some future world 
under conditions unknown to us, unknowable to us 
here? Or does he openiy preach politics and tell 
his people ‘how they shall vote? 


If such is the preaching of Dr. Haldeman, he 


will have a hard time to hold many of his congre- 
gation steadfast in their faith and protect them 
from the “insidious lies” of Christian Science as he 
terms it. The fact is, whether this cult is scientific 
or Christian, the teaching of the Founder of the 
Christian church was very much concerned with 
the every-day life of the people as they found 
themselves then and there. There is in the Gospels 
very little preaching about a future state of exist- 
ence and the preparation therefor, or of a future 
salvation. The whole tenor of 
teachings of Christ that we possess is salvation. 
The pulpit which concerns itself more with “the 
recognition of friends in heaven” than the i- 
tion of neighbors upon earth will probably continue 
to lose its hearers to a cult which concerns itacif 
largely about their every-day life here, its con- 
cerns, enjoyments and blessings. 
No form of faith was ever broken down by being 
branded as “idiocy” and “lies” by somebody intent 
upon building up a congregation upon some differ- 
ent creed. After all, the head and founder of

WAGE INCREASE. 


STEAMFITTERS ARE RESPONSI- 
BLE FOR CHICAGO TIE-UP. 

- Strike Leaders Turn Down Offer of 
Employers to Raise Pay to Five 
Dollars and Twenty Cents Per Day 
With More After First of July. 
Terms: Were an VUitimatum. |

CHICAGO, April 6.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Responsibility for the tie-up 
of the bullding industry was placed 
upon the striking steam fitters today. 
The master steam fitters extended the 
olive branch, with a proposition for a 
wage increase much larger than has 
been given any other union this sea- 
gon. The union tonight rejected the of- 
fer, and the employers declare that 
they are throftigh with conciliation and 
will now fight the strikers to a finish.

EW TERRITORY 
ATTRACTS MANY. 


THINK LARGE ARTESIAN FIELD 
WILL BE OUTLINED. 


Territory Along Northwestern Side 
of imperial Valley !s Coming to the 
Front—Ostrich Farm May Be Lo- 
cated There—New Town to Be Laid 
Out This Week. . 


EL, CENTRO, April 4.—The latest 
new development: in Imperial Valley 
to attract genera] attention are in the 
territory along the northwestern side, 
Where many believe an artesian belt of 
considerahie magn:tude will be out- 
lined. It is probable that the next ex- 
tensive development of lands will be 
in that d@isirict. 


Sinking of wellx at various points In- 
dicates that it ma} be possible to de- 
velop a large artesian field and that 
other wells rey be made availabie 
for pumping plants. Within the en- 
suing few weeks several new wells will 
be sunk in the district. 

Representatives of the Cawston Os- 
trich Farm have ke-cated claims on 2700 
acres, anid will sirk a test well at 
once. It is seid that if they can ob- 
tain water they will, as soon as pos- 

, begin the establishment of an 
estrich farm on an extensive scale on 
these lands. and that they are con- 
vinced that climatic conditions in this 
valley are practically the same as 
those where the ostrich is native. 

Ir about the middie of this pros- 
pective artesian belt, the new town- 
site of Cooper has been located by C. 
i.. Cooper, of El Centro and associates. 
It comprises forty acres, and the first 
buildings will be erected there this 
week. It is on section 28, township 12 
south, range 10 east. 

Several trips each week are made 
from El Centro to this new district, 
which lies about thirty miles north- 
west of this city, and during the past 
few days a large party went out to 
locate on lands there. 

This is the territory in which it has 
recentiy beeh ascertained that the 
Fovthern Pacific is seeking to obtain 
sixty-six sections through application 
under indemnity rights, 7 


BIG MONEY FOR CABBAGES,
